WHAT THE “NATIONALS” WANT.

Most people assume that, at the worst, the 
new party is striving to arrest resumption 
and flood the country with irredeemable 
Government scrip. The movement means a 
good deal more than this. It is not unlikely 
that considerable numbers of voters have 
partially resolved to act with the ‘‘ Nation- 


~ais” on the assumption that the new party 


merely desires an inflation of greenbacks, 
who would not countenance it if its real 
aims were known to them. An article in the 
current number of the Atlantic Monthly 
ought to open the eyes of such people, and 
ought to convince all intelligent and con- 
servative persons that the Nationals 
threaten greater disaster to the Amer- 
ican Government than any party that 
was ever organized. The writer of 
the article we refer to has visited 
some thirty-four men in the three States of 
New York, Pennsylvania, and New Jersey 
who are acting with the Nationals,” and 
from them has obtained a candid expression 
of the aims and designs of the party, oom- 
municated with the knowledge that pre 
formation was to be made public. 0 
men he describes as personally known to 
him, varying from 32 to 57 years of age, 
natives of this country, men who earn their 
living with their hands, and of more than the 
average intelligence and education. Without 
following in detail the projects and opinions 
as individually expressed, we will recount 
some of the objects of the movement upon 
which all seem to be agreed. 

1. Fiat money, of course. The money 
demanded is absolute money,—not prom- 
ise to pay,” to be issned directly by the Gov- 
ernment, bearing the words, This is a dol- 
lar (or whatever the amount may be), and 
made a legal-tender in payment of all dunes 
and claims, which includes, of course, the 
Government bonds. Incidental to this is 
the proposed abolition of the National 
Banks, on the theory that National Banks 
are making all the way from 25 to 100 per 
cent on their investment! In fact, all 
banking is condemned as foreign to advanced 
civilization ; and the proposed substitute is 
that the Government shall loan money as 
required. 

2. It is proposed that an amendment to 
the Constitution shall be passed making it 
unlawful for private persons to accept inter- 
est on any loans, and that the Government 
shall not charge more than 3 per cent inter- 
est, if any, on the loans it shall make. 

3. The Government should hold the title 
to all land, and private persons should only 
be permitted to acquire an interest in the 
improvements thereon. The Government 
should also possess itself of all railroads, 
canals, and telegraphs, and then proceed to 
build new railroads and canals, and make 
such other internal improvements as will 
give ample and steady employment to the 
masses. 

4. An income tax, graduated so as not to 
touch small incomes, to grow heavier for 
larger fortunes, and to be made absolutely 
prohibitive for accumulations beyond a cer- 
tain limit,—the limit to be determined, of 
course, by National” lew-makers. 

5, There is a demand for continuous elec- 
tions. All seem to agree that no one should 
be allowed to hold office more than one year, 
except, perhaps, the President and members 
of Congress who might be elected for two 
years, but there was also a sentiment in favor 
of having the polls kept open all the time, go 
that at any time a majority of the voters may 
expreas their preference for a new man in 
any Office the old incumbent must vacate. 

6. The working hours should be reduced 
by law, and the Government should under- 
take to employ all tramps. 

We have noted such points as seemed to be 
agreed upon by all the persons with whom 
the Atlantic writer conversed, and it is safe 
to say that the genuine Nationals — the par- 
ty which originally put Ben Burien in nomi- 
ination in Massachusetts—are in favor of the 
revolution in Government and society which 
the above demands would bring about. The 

“Nationals” are not merely a

the abdication of Government to the mob. 
If, as the Atlantic writer assures the public, 


the men whom he conversed with are above 
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information, then it is safe to oonelude that 


the ignorant who act with the new party will, 
go even further, if it be possible, in the 
direction of anarchy and lawlessness. This 
is the party to which the Democrats have 
formally surrendered in Massachusetts, and 
which they are encouraging in all parts of 
the country. We should think a bare state- 
ment of the facts, without comment, would 
be enough to induce conservative men of all 
classes and shades of opinion to vote for

DEFEATING THE ENDS OF JUSTICE. 

A very extraordinary interview appeared 
in the local columns of Tux Trrsunz of yes- 
terday. Judge Banas, United States District- 
Attorney, declares that he has been ordered 
to prohibit Assistant District-Attorney Taom- 
son from taking any part in the conduct of 
the investigation of the Castom-House build- 
ing frauds before the Grand Jury. 

This statement was so suggestive, to the 
reporter, of a purpose on the part of some 
Washington Government official to defeat 
the ends of justice that he inquired whence 
the iniquitous orders emanated, whereupon 
Judge Banas said. 

The fact is, they came to me in a sort of irregular, 
roundabout way. 

A curious feature of the case is that, after 
admitting the irregular character of the 
orders, Judge Banos announced it as his 
purpose to obey them. Such orders could 
only properly emanate from Attorney-Gen- 
eral Devens; and even from him they would 
be of very questionable propriety. Mr. 
Taomson is thoroughly familiar with every 
detail of the subject. Judge Banas knows 
literally nothing of it, either in general 
or in detail. What right, then, would 
the Attorney-General have to exclude 
from the conduct of a case of 
the United States against alleged criminals 
the only subordinate officer who is famil- 
iar with all the facts, and substitute in his 
place a subordinate who has no acquaintance 
with any of the facts? Clearly none what- 
ever. We repeat: Such orders, whether 
from the Attorney-General or from anybody 
else, indicate a purpose to defeat the prose 
cution, But it seems that the orders did not 
emanate from the Attorney-General. From 
whom then did they come? Did they come 
from Secretary Surnman? Or from Judge 
Freexon? Or from Mr. Huu, Supervising 
Architect? Does Judge Banas propose to 
obey orders of this character? Will he take 
orders from Tom, Dick, and Hann? Will 
he execute orders that could have been issued 
for no other purpose under the sun than to 
defeat the ends of justice? Does he, a 
sworn Officer of the Department of Justice, 
propose to be made a cat s-paw of to screen 
alleged criminals from the scrutiny of in- 
vestigation ? 

There should be no secret about the issu- 
ance of orders from the Law Department of 
the Government to one of its subordinates 
touching the prosecution of a case involving 
the interests and honor of the people of the 
United States. The investigation about to 
take place is a grand inquisition in the name 
of all the people of the country in a case 
where Mr. Tomson has found proba- 
ble cause for the indictment of certain 
individuals. Mr. Tuomson has spent 
months in the examination and preparation 
of the case, and now Judge Banas an- 
nounces that he has received orders, in a 
sort of irregular, roundabout way,” to ex- 
clude Mr. Tuomson from all part in the 
further prosecution! The proposition is 
monstrous! It is susceptible of but one in- 
terpretation, and that is the interpretation 
we have placed upon it. 

The fact that Judge Banos makes a secret 
of his alleged orders to snub Mr. Tuomson, 
taken in connection with the other fact of 
their manifest impropriety, emphatically 
negatives the presumption that any such or- 
ders have been received. If he has any such 
orders let him produce them, in order that 
the public may judge of their propriety and 
place the responsibility of their issuance 
where it belongs. Until such exhibit, with 
all due deference to the high character of 
Judge Banas for truth and veracity, we sub- 
mit that the public will be slow to believe 
his statement. 


THE CHICAGO TIMES AND THE IRISH. 

The Chicago June hus again broken loose 
against the Irish, and is vilifying and de- 
faming them with every epithet it can find 
in its dictionary of scurrility—and its dic- 
tionary is a copious one. It is not the first 
time that the Times has indulged in these 
scurrilous outbreaks against the Irish people. 
It has attacked them morally, socially, re- 
ligiously, and politically often before. The 
reason for its hatred of the Irish is not ap- 
parent. We only know that it exists, and that 
in intensity and bitterness it is only equalgd 
by the hatred with which the Devil is sup- 
posed to regard holy water. 

The pending political campaign has been 
seized upon as the opportunity for the pres- 
eftonslaught. A few exiracts from recent 
articles in that paper, directed against Irish 
Democrats, will show the infamous, almost 
infernal, hatred that it feels towards them. 
It charges them with being leagued together 
in secret to secure the political offices. We 
are told that a majority of the men known 
to be connected with this body are the wild 
beasts of society. They are vagabonds, 
bruisers, vagrants, and thieves. They are 
strongest in the worst wards, and are weak 
in proportion as the areas of the city are 
lighted and civilized.” We are told that in a 
‘year or so they will be capable of commit- 
ing any crime against society and order,” and 
then they will fall into a domain where 
they will probably come under the hands of 
the police and the hangman.” 

In another article, speaking of the Irish 
Democrata, it says that they are made up 
of sluggers, thieves, bummers, idlers, broken- 
down politicians, and rascals and adven- 
turers of every possible grade. A majority 
of the privates are roughs who are ready for 
any act to which they may be directed by 
their leaders.” Again says the Times 
These lawless savages have come over here, 
have been welcomed with open arms, have 
been given citizenship, the right to vote and 
hold office; and their first move is to or- 
ganize an association hostile to the com- 
munity which has received them.” Before 
the article is ended the public is notified that 
they are ‘“‘ cut-throats,” ‘‘ thieves,” bad 
men,” oath-bound thugs,” foreign Know- 
Nothings,” ‘“‘ bruisers,” ‘‘ Mollie Maguires,” 
etc., etc. In the same connection we are 
treated to the curious and somewhat start- 
ling information that Mr. Kznoz, the Demo- 
cratic nominee for Congress, is a swill-ped- 
dler, which would imply of course that the 
Irish are hogs, and that all who are support- 
ing him are cut-throats. 

The motive which actuates the Times in 
its present attack upon the Irish is clear 
enough, though it is usually very difficult to 
understand its onslaughts, when no political 


end is to be gained. By vilifving the Irish 
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is tantamount to a notice from the Demo- 
eratic headquarters that the Irish need not 
come there with the hope of recognition. It 
is the official posting upon Sheriff Kern's 
headquarters, No Irish need apply.” 

It is a game, however, which will not work. 
If Kuan ean do without the Irish, the Irish 
can do without him. The Irish are the hard- 
est people in the world to bulldoze, They 
are proud and resentful. They.have little 
control of their temper, and when they are 
spit upon, insulted, and besmirched all over 
with filth, they will strike back, and strike 
back very hard, They believe in perfect 
equality in any organization with which they 
are connected, and when they are commanded 
to take a back seat they will either go up 
and take a front seat, and run the machine 
themselves, or they will back out altogether, 
and start a rival organization. When an 
Irishman commences throwing rocks it 
makes little difference to him whether he 
throws through ordinary window glass or 
French plate. It is only necessary that there 
shall be something müde of glass, and that 
that something shall be near enough to be 
smashed. When he is enraged by insult, it 
makes little difference to him who owns the 
head in his vicinity, or what sort of a head 
it is. It gets hit, all the same. At the 
forthcoming election, Kern is not the only 
one who will experience the impartiality of 
Donnybrook. There may not be a whole 
head left on the Democratic ticket, and, in 
such a case, the victims will know where to 
place the responsibility. 

Whatever may be the result of the fight, it 
is none of our concern. Tae Cxicaco 
Trizune does not want to see either Kun 
or Kxnox elected, or any other candidate on 
the Democratic ticket, It prefers the elec- 
tion of the Republican candidates, because 
they are men who will represent Chicago in 
Congress more efficiently, and who will ad- 
minister the affairs of the county more judi- 
ciously, energetically, and economically than 
the Democratic candidates. It can afford to 
stand back and smile at the scrimmage, as it 
does not affect the Republican party if all 
the heads engaged in it get cracked. Never- 
theless there is honor even in politics, and 
while Tax Tarsune will continue to work 
for the success of the Republican candidates 
and believes they will be elected, it never- 
theless has no sympathy with such whole- 
sale and gratuitous condemnation and vilifi- 
cation of the Irish people as has character- 
ized the columns of the Chicago 7 tes dur- 
ing the past week. As they can have no 
hearing in that paper they can have it in 
this, although we do not agree with them 


politically. 


THE BANKRUPTCY OF INDIA. 

An article entitled The Bankruptcy of 
India,” in the last number of the Nineteenth 
Century, has made a sensation in England. 
The object of the writer, Mr. H. M. Hrnp- 
Max, is to show, first, that India is a bank- 
rupt country, and, secondly, that ‘English 
rule in India is reéponstble for this bank- 
ruptcy. In support of these propositions 
he makes an array of facts appalling for their 
number and magnitude, and draws his de- 
ductions from them with mathematical pre- 
cision. It is evident, however, that the 
writer, who had an English publio to pass 
judgment on him, did not care to make out 
the strongest possible case against his coun- 
trymen. He was content with saying that 
there was much room for improvement in 
the management of Isdian finances, instead 
of contending, as with much reason he 
might, that English rule in India has reduced 
that once fruitful and prosperous country to 
poverty and famine. We propose to restate 
his arguments, and make the most obvious 
application of them. 

The first remarkable fact in Indian finances 
is that, with all the reputation of the coun- 
try for wealth, it is diffieult to find in what 
that wealth consists: ‘‘ The wealth of the 
Indies has become a proverbial expression, 
but it exists nowadays more in the imagina- 
tions of Europeans than in fact. The culti- 

tors have not got it, for they, as is gener- 

admitted, can scarcely support the press- 
ure of the present taxation. Indian invest- 
ments are almost unknown. The native 
manufacturers have been ruined by the 
cheaper English goods. The wealth of the 
native usurers, as the Quarterly Review long 
ago pointed out, is lent to their more needy 
countrymen. ‘“‘ If we trace downwards and 
downwards the wealth of the millionaire 
banker, we shall find it at last 
in thousands of miserable bullocks 
and such like investments, the working 
stock of a numerous but very poor people.” 
The best calculations at hand, worked out at 
various times by independent authorities, 
rate the value of the total average gross 
produce of India during recent years at 
$1,500,000,000. Supposing the number of 
inhabitants to be 190,000,000, the gross an- 
nual produce is not worth more than $8 per 
head, or $40 per family. The average gross 
produce of the United Kingdom and Ireland 
is commonly put at not less than $150 a 
head, or $750 a family ; and, though the com- 
parison of one country with another in mat- 
ters of this kind is apt to be fallacious, the 
difference is noteworthy. Going further, we 
find that, while the average income of In- 
dian natives is $8 per head, or $40 per fam- 
ily, the average cost of living is more than 
this. The cost of feeding prisoners 
in Indian jails in the most economical dis- 
tricts ie $13.62 per head per annum; and, 
making allowances for children, the cost of 
feeding the population out of jail on the 
same scale as n would be something over 
$11 per head per annum, or $55 per annum 
for each family. Deducting what may be 
pleased for extravagance and bad manage- 
ment, as our author says, this still leaves 
a startling deficiency between $8 per head, or 
$40 per family, and the jail rate of nourish- 
ment.” Here isin fact a perfectly rational 
explanation of the constantly-recurring fam- 
ines in India. The people do not buy food 
because they have no money to buy it with, 
and they have nosurplus money because 
they are forced to live from hand to mouth, 
Only in the most abundant seasons do they 
have enough Harely to support life; in sea- 
sons of scarcity, however slight that scarcity 
may be, they do not have enough, and must 
starve. It is idle in these circumstances to 
talk of the wealth of India. The country is 
as poor as a country well could be, and, what 
is worse, it is constantly growing poorer. 
Mr. Hrxpman brings forward abundant testi- 
thony to show that the soil is rapidly being 
exhausted, andis never restored; that the 
bullocks, with which the soil is cultivated, 
are diminishing in numbers and deteriorating 
in quality; and that neither the irrigation 
works nor the railways have extended in 
any valuable or economical way the area of 
cultivable lands. 

The next inguiry is, What is the cause of 
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this dreadful state of affairs? — 


xt this question will be found it ia 


the system of imperial and 
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which was not a famine year, was about 
6286, 500,000. The amount of this which is 
raised by taxation taken absolutely out of 
the of the people is $178,500,000, of 
which $107,000,000 were land revenue and 
$31,000,000 salt revenue. If the whole 
$178,500,000 be divided by the number 
of inhabitants, it will be found 
that the annual tax per head is 
about 94 cents. This is a small 
sum, but it reduces the $8 per head of in- 
come, which, as we have already seen, does 
not suffice to supply the necessaries of life, 


to $7.10, and the total famély income from 


$40 to $35.50. A little over 12 per cent 
is thus taken from the people for pur- 
poses of Government, ‘Phis taxation, more- 
over, is exclusive of the very heavy local 
cesses and municipal tates, which have been 
increased $20,000,000 even since 1870, and 
now amount to $65,000,000, or more than an 
additional 4 per cent for the whole of India,” 
„It will therefore,” Mr. Hynpman concludes, 
„be within the mark if we put the total 
taxation of India, imperial and provincial, at 
16 per cent on the gross income, or $1.28 
per head of population.” Comparing these 
figures with those for 1857, it is found that 
the total weight of taxation to-day is as 
nearly as possible twice what it was twenty 
years ago, or $250,000,000 to $125,000,000. 
The extra taxation imposed since the East 
India Company gave up the Government 
amounts to $3 in a family of five persons, 
‘‘an amount quite sufficient to make ® 
material difference in the well-being of a 
family whose total gross income on our 
favorable hypothesis reaches only about 
$40.” 

Nor is it only in the shape of taxes that 
the terrible drain upon Indian resources is 
made. There are in the Indian service an 
army of Englishmen, the most part of whose 
earnings is sent home. An impartial writer, 
and warm defender of the Indian ogre: fe 
the Government, estimates that t 
of the annual earnings of Englishmen con- 
nected with India which are transmitted 
home cannot be less than 5100, 000, 000.“ 
Mr. Hynpman reduces this estimate one-half, 
and then says; ‘* Admitting that even 
$50,000,000 is so sent home every year, what 
is the effect of this? The Englishmen who are 
working in India are remunerated for their 
labors by a portion of the produce of the 
soil of the country.” There are no other 
means of paying them. They are paid twen- 
ty to twenty-five times as much as would 
have to be paid to natives, and the greater 
part of this produce so paid for work done is 
sent to be used and erpended in a foreign 
country. So India loses every way. 
Mr. Hynpman goes at great length into the 
statistics of India to prove that there is a 
constant and steady drain upon her resotirces. 
We have not the space to follow him in these 
investigations, and it is not necessary that 
we should. The facts and arguments already 
stated prepare us to believe that this drain in 
the twenty years since the country passed 
out of the control of the East India Com- 
pany has averaged, in the least calculation, 
$100,000,000 a year. Now, the character 
istic thing about this drain-the feature 
which distinguishes it from all ordinary 
foreign expenditures of an independent na- 
tion—is that it is an absolute dead loss to 
India. For all the benefit it does that coun- 
try, it might as well be thrown into the sea 
as sent to England. None of it comes back 
for purposes of reproduction. Some of it 
has been used, it is true, in railways and 
irrigation works, but these have been waste- 
fully built, and have developed in no con- 
siderable degree the agricultural resources of 
the people. 

The truth is, that the English people have 
plundered India as systematically and com- 
pletely as they have plundered Ireland. They 
have exacted an enormous annual tribute of 
$100,000,000 from the country, and this 
tribute has been taken from the working cap- 
ital of the natives. In order to meet it, the 
latter have been obliged to sell their agri- 
cultural products when they onght to have 
kept them for food; in other words, they 
have taken the bread out of their own 
mouths, The frequent dreadful f. mines in 
India are as directly chargeable to English 
tyranny as if Queen Vicrorm had sent an 
army over the country every year, with or- 
ders to seize $100,000,000 worth of standing 
grain for the use of the English people. This 
is, it will be admitted, a dreadful showing It 
brings the responsibility for the suffering 
of ‘India home where it belongs; and it epit- 
omizes the case of India against England in 
two words—misgovernment and extortion.

As examination 
of the sbare lists of our National Banks, of 
manufacturing companies, and of other similar 
corporations whose business is done upon the 
aggrerated capital of many persous, would tell 
the same story.”

Offensive, 
sickevingly so to heaith, and equally oppressive 
to the invalid, it seems to not only spread the 
malady, but disgust those who are brought into 
immediate commanication with ite baleful in- 


fluences. It cannot be described; it must be

Isaacs has just paid the penalty of the murder 
of Henderson B. Clark upon the gallows, in the 
presenee of 5,000 peopic. He was conveyed from 
the jail to the scaffold, which was located just 
east of the city limits, at 11:30 o’clock in a close 
carriage, attended by the Sheriff and 
minister of the Gospel, and a part of 
the mounted guard. He conducted himseif 
throughout with the most remarkable 
behavior, aud even when the fatal noose was 
adjusted not the lvast tremor was perceptible. 
He ascended the scaffold with a firm step, and, 
arriving at the top, be made a speech of ten 
minutes’ lenetb, im which he confessed the 
crime, which be has done all along, and stated 
thet he was ready to meet his God, believing 
that his crime was forgiven. He warned every- 
body to take advantage of his misfortune, and 
te turn away from wickedness, and cast their 
burdens upon the Lord. 

After he concluded his remarks, which were 
made in a firm voice, a very feeling praycr was 
made by the Rev. Dean, a Baptist minister. He 
bade everybody good-by, and took his position 
on the fatal trap. Sheriff Stevens adjusted the 
nouse and black cap, aud the drop fell at 11:58 
a. m., and the spirit of Isaacs was wafted into 
the presence of his God. The neck was broken 
in the fall, which Was seven feet. The first 
minute the pulsation was 80, the second, 94, the 
third minute, 100. At the end of the fourth 
minute pulsation ceased. Life was pronounced 
extinct at nine and one-half minutes, and at the 
end of nineteen minutes the body was cut down 
and delivered to nis relations. It will be taken 
to Paola, Kas., for burial. 

Ibe father and brother of the murdered man, 
and Judge Givans, who pronounced bis sentence 
of death, were present at the execution. 

The murder was committed near Westline, 
this county, Aug. B. The sentence was passed 
Sept. 25, which was carried out to-day. Great 
excitement prevailed during the execution. The 
scaffold the rope were the same used in the 
execution of Green, at Kansas City, last March. 


MANSLAUGHTER. 

Boston, Oct. 25.—Judge Bumpus made pub- 
lic to-dav his verdict in the case of Charles H. 
Hartwell, the conductor, who is charged with 
having caused the aécident at Wollaston, on 
the Old Colony Railroad.

The question is sometimes asked, How is it 
that the millers in Minnesota are able to pay 
several cents per bu more for wheat than it can be 
sold for inthis market after allowing tue cost of 
sending it here? The reason appears to de 
simple enough. The millers pay a premium for 
such wheat as they want to make fancy brands of 
flour, which they can sell at fancy prices, while 
the ordinary ran of wheat is fowarded to market 
here or in Milwaukee, and goes to make average- 
price flour. The miller who has the reputation 
of making a brand of ine flour, and maintaining 
its excellence in quality, can aiwaye afford to pay 
a premium for the material that he needs to sustain 
that reputation. 

We note, however, that there is comparatively 
leas of a market for fine (patent) flour, than here- 
tofore, while the ordinary brands meet with ready 
sale. Trade in common flour is improving, the 
poorer classes being able to consume at current 
quotations a great deal more than when flour was 
high priced. Our flour trade appears to be on the 
increase. 

The leading produce markets were again rather 
weak yesterday, with not very much doing. Hogs 


‘were tame, and provisions vasier, while grain de- 


clined, bat fonnd more buyers at the lower figures 
ruling. The increased activity was chiefly notice- 
able in wheat; but the shipping movement m al! 
other cereals was fair in extent, with only moder- 
ate receipts.

HENRY GREENEBAUM. 
MORE TESTIMONY FOR THE DEFENSE. 
The Greenebaum trial opened up promisingly in 
Justice D' Wolf's office yesterday morning, a large 


number of peopie being present. 

The first witnese was Charies Proebsting, who 
acted as Secretary of the Humboldt Park Residence 
Association from 1870 tothe breaking apof the 
Association. He testified in relation to tne mort- 
gages that were made to secure the three notes of 
$35,000 each. The lots were to be released by 
agreement upon the payment of the money. The 
terms of the sale of the property which 
was mortgaged were one-fourth cash 
and the balance in three annual instali- 
ments. The one-fourth was paid in 
due time, and the remainder was represented by 
the three notes spoken of. The property was after- 
ward released. The notes and the trust-deeds were 
recognized by the witness. In 1872, at the time 
the trust-deed was given, it was considered that 
the lots in this section would average in value 
about $20 per front foot.

He had said that there was $35, 000 
paid up; he should have sad nearly paid up.“ 
for there was at the time quite a deficiency, if 
he remembered rightly. According to the figures 
given, the lots would bring $1,000 each. He was 
asked to relate one instance where a lot had been 
sold for $1.000 cash. He said Andrew Shuman 
had purchased a lot for $1,000. He sought ten 
shares at $100 each, amounting to $1,000, and 
afterward returned his stock, all paid up. and took 
a lot for consideration. He quoted one or two 
other similar sales. A man by the name of Truff, 
of Baltimore, purchased a lot for $1,000 cash, in 
the spring of 73. He was bere and made the pur- 
chase, and he was in a great hurry to get rid of his 
money; he considerea it a good investment. 
The stock was merely the representation of 
property. In 1874, there was a sale of a 
lot to C. Kurtz, who resided on the North 
Side. A lot was sold to Edgar H. Fabey—Lot 3, 
Biock 3—for the same money. Witness cited other 
imstances where lots had been sold at different 
thmes up to 1877. The Association only sold lots 
to stockholders, but Henry Greenebaum sold lots 
to individuals. There was an understanding de- 
tween the officers of the Association and Henry 
Greenebaum that the property should be released 
when a number of the lots were sold. Mr. Greene- 
baum wasa Trustee in the Park Association. In 
ether words, the agreement was made by Mr. 
Henry Greenebaum with himself. He was not 
aware of any lots being sold in the fall of 1877 for 
$750 in money, but a number of lots were sold 
previous to that time On easy payments, and a sec- 
ond was a. 

Mr. Juessen said that these securities were the 
same as money to Mr. Greenebdaunl, as be turned 
them into the bank and got his money for them, 
while the bank never did.

was recalled and questioned closely in regard to 
some entries made in the books. concerning which 
be had given testimony previously. The entries 
were relative to changes in security, etc. It was 
shown by the witness that the salaries of the o- 
cers of the bank were reduced in 1875, and that 
the protits of Henry Greenebaum in the concern of 
Heory Greenebaum & Co. were turned over to the 
German Savings Bank to keep the latter running. 
He testified to different donations made to this 
bank, including the $250 which had been spoken 
of by Mr. Herting. Mr. Greenebaum paid out of 
his own funds the sum of $54, 241. 70 for the pur- 
pose of making good the securities and sustaining 
the German Savings Bank. There was an amount 
of interest due on the Ward note at one time, 
which witness as Comptroller was anxious to have 

id. He spoke to his brother Henry about it. and 
he latter volunteered to again increase the $45, 000 
note of his to the bank, which he had reduced to 
$40, 000, to its original amount. This witness regard- 
ed as to the interest of the bank, as the note was 
bearing interest, and the increase of $5, 000 repre- 
sented so much more capital inthe bank. This was 
ap aid, in that it made some of the 22 avail- 
able. The bank beld two notes of $:35, each, 
Henry Greenebaum realized the condition of real 
esiate, and he deemed that it was necessary to 
make great exertions to sell it. The lots at that 
time could not be sold naked, and so he thought 
it best to make improvements upon tnem, and 
accordingly the money was advanced to the extent 
of $20,000 by Mr. Greenebaum, which reduced 
the $70,000 in notes by $20,000, Witness ex- 
plained the effect the improvements had upon the 
Humboldt property, which was to increase its 
value. Mr. H. Greenebaum made no profit oat of 
the transaction. Henry Greenebaum, in order to 
helpthe bank, took park bonds from time to time 
at par, and went out and tried to dispose of them. 
He gave his note at 8 per cent interest for 
them. e took them to the different banks and 
offered them for sale at 90 cents. He realized 
from the sale of these bonds $144,000, which he 
turned over to the bank at the time of the run, 
himself taking the bonds from the bank at par. 
The Merchants’ National Bank held at this time 
sixty-six bonds which had been pledged, repre- 
senting about $56, 000.

Robinson in a Blinding

Confirmation of Gen. Sheridan’s Impres- 


Bone Regarding the Whereabouts

A dispatch, received vesterday afternoon at 


army headquarters, from Gen. Crook, under 


date of the 25th, confirms Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan 
in his first im ons as to the whereabouts 
ot the flying Cheyennes and their reported 
capture on Cabin Creek on the 13th. Gen. 
Sheridan, on receiving the dispatch from Gibbon, 
informing him ot the crossing of Ciear Creek, the 
stream directly opposite Cabin Creek, and of 
Baker’s pursuit, telegraphed to Gen. Townsend 
at Washington that he doubted if the Cheyennes 
could have reached Uabin Creek, north of the 
Yellowstone, on the 13th. If they did so, they 
must, he thought, have marehed nearly 600 
miles iu eignt days. The capture, as the Gen- 
eral conjectured, was madeon the Niobrara, fully 
600 miles away from Cabin Creek. The sub- 
joined correspondence will, however, explain 


the matter: 

Cuicaeo. Oct. 25. — Gen. . D. Townsend, 
Washington, D. C. The following dispatch from 
Gen. Gibbon is transmitted for the information of 
the General of the Army. I doubt if the Chey- 
ennes could have reached Cabin Creck, north of 
the Yeliowstone, on the 13th.

A courier from Chadron Creek this morning 
reports that, when the hostiles were informed 
their destination wes Camp Robinson, they re- 
fused to go, and, scattering over the prairic, 
commenced digging rifle-pits with their hunt- 
iog-knives. They appeared to have rifles 
secreted, which they secured, having given up 
only a few ola guns and revolvers. Artillery 
has been sent from here to shell them from 
their positions should they continue their re- 
sistance. Considerable excitement prevails 
here over the anticipated trouble.

THE CURE OF NERVOUSNESS. 

M. L. Holbrook, M. D., editor of the Herald 
of Health and various books, such as “ Eating 
for Strength,“ Liver Complaint,” ete., has 
written a new volume entitled Hygiene of the 
Brain and the Cure of Nervousness. in it he 
enters fully into a description of the anatomy 
of the brain, the construction and office of the 
nerves, and their therapeutics so far as under- 
stood. It will not be disputed that Dr. Hol- 
brook has made some valuable contributions to 
our knowledge of that painful—we might al- 
most say tundamental—complaint. dyspepsia; 
and it seems probable that he bas also thrown 
some light on its next-door neighbor, uervous- 
ness. e does not attempt to lay down empir- 
icai rules, or to give directions without regard 
to special conditions of mind and body. His 
object is only to state general principles, which 
the patient may apply as circumstances direct. 
The indications for treatment are, says Dr. Hol- 
brook, fourfold: 

First, we must remove the caase, restore the tone 
of the beart, improve the blood. All mijuricus 
habite must de given up; late hours and intemper- 
ance in eating abandoned ; smoking, if practiced, 
stopped. Secondly, the food must be abundant 
and wholesome. It should not be sloppy, and 
soups had better be avoided as long as solid food 
can be taken. Thirdly, eight hours’ sleep should 
be taken every night if possible. Sleep is the sa!- 
vation of the nervous system. Fourthly, exercise 
snould be moderate and pleasant. A 
change of scene, air, with cheerfui somety and 
sea-bathing, are excellent agents for curing perv- 
ousness in connection with the foregoing. . . . 
Avoid physic—it exhausts the tone of the system, 
which you ought to restore, 

Dr. Holbrook quotes with approval the opin- 
fons of Dr. C. B. cliffe, F. R. C. P., who be- 
lieves that a generous diet, gentle, intellectual 
occupation and open-air exercise are useful rem- 
edies for nervousness. He thinks, however, 
that the value of walking is overestimated; and 
that patients sometimes exhaust themselves in 
this way, when they would do much better by 
resting quietly in an easy chair with plenty of 
fresh air indoors. The book contains, in addi- 
tion to the discussion of the subject by the 
author, the opinions of leading physicians and 
scientific men in regard to brain-work and brain- 
d and an account of “the physical 
and inteilectual habits of distinguished 
men and women, as described by themselves.“ 
Among the contributions of the latter kind are 
letters from O. B. Frothingham, Francis W. 
Newman, Gerrit Smith, T. W. Higginson, Will- 
iam Loyd Garrison, A. Bronson Alcott, Will- 
iam E. Dio Lewis, Dr. Hopkins, Wiil- 
iam Cullen Bryant, William Howitt, John 
Todd, Horace ava Mary Mann. These letters 
alone will commend the book favorably to 
many readers interested in the subject; and, 
taken in connection with the previous disserta- 
tious, they make it almost invaluable to per- 
sons suffering from nervousness. (“ Hygiene of 
the Brain, aud the Cure of Nervousness.

Paris, Oct. 3.—New books are few and far 
between. Indeed, the only ones that have at- 
tracted attention for a month past (besides Oc- 
tave Feuillet’s exquisite “Journal d’une- 
Femme are Jules Simon’s “* Governmentof M. 
Thiers, which could hardly fail to find readers, 
and a very different work, L’ Angleterre Poli- 
tique, by Philarete Chasles,—the last a pos- 
thumous publication. 

The jaunty unconcern with which French 
writers, from Voltaire downwards, have massa- 
cred Anglo-Saxon names and history, is notori- 
ous. Englishmen never tire of poking fun at 
the ignorant Gauls for talking of Lord Glad 
stones,“ and confounding the Lormaire of 
London with the Lorchancelloc. Grave and 
well-informed journals like the Debats have not 
hesitated to stvle the savage old Philosopher of 
Chelsea Lord Carlyle” (imagine his feel- 
ings if he were aware of the outrage!); 
and the no less cultured Constitutionne! has, to 
my certain knowledge, on one occasion made 
the conquest of India contemporaneous with 
the Protectorate of Oliver Cromwell,—an ex- 
treme case, to be sure, this. In one of Georges 
Sand’s finest novels, a really interesting char- 
acter is rendered utterly ridiculous to us outer 
barbarians by his name,—Sir Brown, and to this 
very hour it is the commonest thing in the 
world—of French journalism—to find plain 
Smith, Jones, or Robinson, or a Right Honora- 
ble, Duke, of Marquis, dignified by having the 
same short handle stuck on to his name. A 
few striking and admirable exceptions- there 
are, I admit: De Tocqueville, John Lemoinne,— 
these are trust worthy in the main (though often 
prejudiced) in their discussion of England and 
the English, or America and the Americans,— 
but they are exceptions. Superficiality is the 
chief fault one notices in the majority of cases; 
the Gallic love of paradox is another. 

That clever~or, as some think, smart—writer, 
Philarete Chasles, formerly a Professor of Liter- 
ature at the College of France, thought it neces- 
sary during his lifetime to put a number of 
crude reflections on Engiand into literary form: 
whether intending to keep them for private 
perusal, or meaning to give them to the world 
in print at some ulterior moment, I am not ina 

ition to determine. A firm of Paris pub- 

ers, Messrs. Charpentier, have just thought 
it necessary to complete the ill-advised work 
of the author by publishing it in their popular 
series. The dearth of literature just pow here 
gives an unreal importance to the volume, and, 
for want of a better subject, “ L’ Angleterre 
Politique” is creating no little sensation. Al- 
tho altogetber tow hasty and slight to be 
seriously. accepted as a guide to political 
(or in fact any) Euglaud, as the misleading 
and ambitious titie on the cover would 
make it, the book is readable enough bere and 
there—to an Englishman. That the author 
should have had the boldness to suppose it of 
any value or interest to his fellow-countrymen 
is rather more than astonishing—to those who 
are unacquainted witb his character.

THE HAUNTED HOTEL.

Mr. Collins has, 
in fact, now gone so far in bis search after the 
wonderful that he no longer takes the pains to 
keep the supernatural out of his stories, or 
even to afford the alternative of a possible nat- 
ural explanation of the marvelous. In this 
story e makes drops of blood be 
seen by one person and not by 
others with equally eyes and 

ual disposition to see; he hes the gory head 
of a dead person, severed from the shoulders, 
flout abuut a room: he has the relatives of a 
murdered man affected in a peculiar manner on 
entering the room in which he died, while other 
persons are not so affected.

Dr. Julius Muller, Professor of Systematic and 
Practical Theology in the University of Halle, 
died in that city, after a sbort illness, on Sept. 
27, in the 78th yeas of his age. He wasa 

ounger brother of the great archwologist and 
historian Kari Otfried Muller. tle was - 
ly destined for the legal profession, but 
voted himself to theology a pupil of 
Neander, and was greatly influenced by him. 
His most important work is a mon h on 
„The Christian Doctrine of Sin,“ a sixth edition 
of which appeared during the present year. It 
is a most learned work, displaying a rare famil- 
larity with an amazing number of systems of 
religious philosophy. To solve his difficult 
problem, Muller falls back upon a bypothesis 
which is as old as Origen, and has im various 
forms been resuscitated by some of the ablest 
Christian thinkers.

Mr. Smith may have copied from an early 
edition.

The line is 
a very beautifai one in sound and sense, both as I 
have given it and as it stood after the Bishop's 
death.

1850. Count Bismarck expresses his astonishment 
at the inability of the Austrians to beat the French, 
and p ets that when the time comes the Prus- 
sians will be able to beat them both—the French, 
however, more easiiy than the Anstrians. The 
schleswig-Holstein campaign, the campaign in 
Bohemia, and the campaign in France, are each 
represented in the volume by one or more brief 
letters—which, however, had y for most 
part been published in the daily papers. 

The letter which exhibits most fully Bismarck’s 
affectionate nature, and at the same time his eleva- 
tion of mind, ie one addressed to his brother-in- 
law, Oscar von Arnim, who had just lost his son: 

‘*] do not want to trouble you with feeble 
grounds for consolation (he writes), but only to 
tell you in these lines how I. as a friend and brother, 
feel your suffering like my own, and am moved by 
it to the very core. How all small cares and vexa- 
tions, which daily accompany our life, vanish at 
the stern appearance of real misfortune; and I 
feel like so many reproaches the reminiscences of 
all complaints and covetous wishes, over which I 
have so often forgotten how much blessing God 
gives us, and how much danger surrounds us with- 
out 2 us. Weare not to attach ourselves 
to this world and to regard it as our home. An- 
other twenty or, in happiest case, thirty years, ana 
we are both of us beyond the cares of this life, and 
ourchildren have reached our present standpoint, 
and find with astonishment that the freshly n 
life is already going down hill. It would not be 
worth while to dress and undress if it were over 
with that. 

It has been seen that these letters are of the most 
varied character. But while commending the vol- 
ume for ite substantial merits. we must, 80 far as 
the translation is concerned, repeat the ex ion 
of our hope that uu may be carefully revised in a 
second edition. 


DINING WITH THE SULTAN. 

In appearance his Majesty—who, I believe, is 
about 37 years of age—is not unlike the typical 
English philosopher: he has a very grave face, 
is of sallow compiexion, and has, since his ele- 
vation to the throne, worn an anxious expres- 
sion, to which, it is said, he was a stranger be- 
fore he became Sultan. He speaks in a very 
low tone of voice, without any such gestures as 
most Orientals indulge in, and dresses altogeth- 
er in European fashion, with the one exception 
of the fez, which, of course, he always carries. 
It is not his habit to wear either rings or jew- 
elry; plain pearl studs adorn his shirt-front— 
that is all. Except when giving state audi- 
ences, or presiding at state ceremonies, he wears 
no order or riband. As he converses a melan- 
choly smile frequentiy crosses bis features; 
be gives an observer the idea that he is 
weary, and indeed sad, and it ig very pos- 
sible, indeed, that he is. Of a nervous tempera- 
ment, is rather above tne middie hight, 
somewhat broad across the chest, possessing 
powerful hands, generally speaking a fairly 
stroug man. He wears both whiskers and mus- 
tache, leans his head somewhat forward habit u- 
ally, as though thinking. While 2 nas 
a habit, when not smoking, of plaving with 
some article or other which may chance to lie 
upon the table. Every now and then he would 
produce from a side pocket a note-book in which 
to jot down anything which might appear to 
him worthy of remembrance. In visiting the 
Sultan I was usually accompanied by the - 
shal of the Palace, Said Pasha, and on these 
occasions we invariably found his Majesty stand- 
ing by the side of the table waiting our arrival. 
On my entering the room he always shook me 
by the hand, asked me, in a few Turkish words, 
how 1 was, and taen, taking a chair for himself, 
motioned me to sit down. 

Iu dining, he is not incumbered by too much 
ceremony; no stiff, high-backed chair bewilders 
him and destroys his ease; may I say it!—he has 
not the care of alady whom he must lead to 
dinner, and upon whose wishes he must attend. 
He crosses his legs upon the cushion which is 
spread for him, takes his spoon in one hand and 
his napkin in the other, and without a word 
waite till the dishes come. A minute or 80 
elapses, and then attendants bearing a huge 
round tray arrive, and deposit it between the 
guests. Upon this tray there is a large bowl of 
soup, together with a little plate, and one knife 
and fork for each guest. There are besides sev- 
eral tiny dishes, upon which are displayed 
sweetmeats, pickles, caviare, and olives; some 
pieces of bread complete the array. For a mo- 
ment the diners regard the tray, and perchance 
taste au olive or a sweet. But the chief of the 
table, if he be an intelligent person, does not 
waste much time. With a wave of his hand to 
encourage his friends, he dips his spoon into the 
soup-bow!, conveys the rich gravy to his mouth, 
and in this is at once imitated by all his guests. 
Now and then one or other will drop a piece of 
bread into the bowl, and fish it out again, either 
for bimself or a very particular friend, and so 
the dipping goes on till the soup is finished—the 
bowl empty. pause ensues while some call 
for water, and others rest in anticipation of the 
next course andthe next effort. Very-shortly 
another dish makes ite appearance: this time, 
perhaps, some kabobs, or a kind of haspb, in 
which a good quantity of vegetables are used. 
In go the spoons ou more, and the feast con- 
tinues. Most probably the next plate will be 
cutiets or fowls, whereupon the various pieces 
are taken up with the fingers, and disposed of 
with some rapidity. Aud now comes 
the critical moment for you, if you 
are present at this feast asa stranger. You, 
as a European, will have placed vour meat on 
your plate, avd will be carefully cutting it up, 
when suddenly a more than ordinarily juicy 
morsel will be pushed into your month bya pair 
of very greasy fingers. You must not resent 
this: it is a token of loving kindness, a 2

nr TREES IN AUSTRALIA. 

R. D. Adams, of Sydney, New South Wales, 
writes to the London Times as follows: 80 
much attention is now being turned to this tree 
for plantations in Europe for sanitary purposes, 
that it may not be out of place to mention that 
it is only one out of a large variety of anti- 
malarial trees, and by no means the best as re- 
gards the quantity and strength of volatile oil 
in its leaves, etc., nor the value of its timber, 
though the large size of its seed and its extraor- 
dinary quickness of early growth (as compared 
with its congeners) has forced it into notice, and 
as it does not thrive in all parts of these colonies 
even, it may be wise for those who are laying 
out plantations of it at home to also try some 
other kinds in case the one sort fails, either 
wholly or comparatively. 

Nearly the whole of our Australian trees are 
rich in these peculiar essential oils; and it is 
doubtless owing to this that the atmosphere is 
so exhilarating, and that no such thing is ever 
known as fever on newly-cleared lands (as in 
Canada, India, etc.). And now that the oil is 
becoming ap articie of commerce among us, Mr. 
Bosisto, of Victoria, has been analyzing the ex- 
tract from various kinds of trees, and by the re- 
sult (as follows) E. globulus is almost the poor- 
est one of them all: E. obliqua (string bark), 
0.500; E. globulus (Tasmania). 0.719; E. goni- 
ocalyx), New South Wales blue gum), 0.914; E. 
leucocylon (species of iron bark), 1.060; E. oleosa 
(species of Mailee gum), 1.250; E. amygdalina 
(New South Waies Messmate), 3.313; also E. 
bicolor and E. longifolia—two New South Wales 
species—have a much more powerful euralyptic 
odor than any of the above; but as they have 
not been tested we do not know whether the 
percentage of oil is reaily higher or not. 

„Man of our varieties of ‘gums’ grow to 
enormous size. Some have been measured from 
350 feet up to 400 feet, and even nearly 500 feet 
in bight, and from 36. feet to nearly 50 feet ia 
girth near the base; and as some of them flour- 
ish in our southern mountain f where 
snow falls and lies for some time, and sharp 
frosts are common, there is no difficuity in se- 
lecting sorts that will grow in almost any tem- 
perate part of Europe; and the timber of which, 
from its strength and durability, is more valua- 
ble than that of most European trees, irrespect- 
ive of the sanitary value of the leaves and ex- 
udations while growing. 

I inclose you an extract from Baron Muel- 
ler’s statement (an irrefragable one), by which 

ou will see that the mammoth trees of the 

osemite Valley in America may ‘hide their 
diminished heads’ before the superior hight 
and size of some of our Australian trees.” 


FLIGHT OF SPIDERS. 

The Rev. H. C. McCook, of Philadelphia, de- 
scribing the ballooning habit, or flight of spiders, 
says the spider seeks a high position, as the top 
of a fence-post, as the point of ascent. The ab- 
domen is elevated to as nearly aright angle 
with the thorax as may be; a pencil of threads 
issues from the spinnerets, the face being mean- 
while turned to various points until it looks in 
the direction of the wind. The legs are then 
stretched upward, thus raising the body aloit, 
and the insect gradually assumes a position as 
if resisting some force from above. Suddenly 
the right claws are unioosed, the spider mounts 
with a sharp bound and olf, generally 
with the back downward, but sometimes with 
the position reversed. At first the abdomen 
seems to be in advance, but generally the body 
is turned so that the head is in tront. The pen- 
eil of threads is caught by the feet, and floats 
out in front. Upon these threads the spider 
will climb upward as thouga to eo the cen- 
tre of gravity. Meanwhile a pencil of threads 
floats out ind, leaving the spider to ride in 
the le of the two, or sometimes three pen- 
cils. The feet seem to be united by delicate 
filaments, which serve to increase the buoyancy 
of the balloon. The insect is carried forward 
by the wind, riding for long distances in open 
space, and often high up on ascending currents. 
Its anchorage appears at times to be within its 
own volition, by drawing in with the claws the 
forward pencil and gathering it in a white roll 
within the mandibles; but most frequently the 
progress of the insect is stopped by some ele- 
vated object, or by the subsidence of the breeze. 


THE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 

Nature has a very wise articic about the 
electric light which events of the near tuture 
may prove to be exceedingly foolish. The 
writer begins with noticing the panic in English 
gas stocks, aud continues to argue the physical 
impossibility of Mr. Edison having made the 
discovery which he claims of a means of sub- 
dividing the electric light. ‘What we wish to 
poiat out,” says Vature, is, that it is one thing 
to solve the problem of the subdivision of the 
electric light indefinitely, and another thing to 
produce an electric light for ordinary house 
and street use. Once put the molecules of solid 
carbon in motion, and just because a solid is in 
question, the light must be excessive and the 
expenditure of energy must be considerable.“

It gives me the heartache 
to see a little child slap its doll or kitten, and 
scream at it in an angry voice. Parents, it tells a 
tale you may well blush over. I have tried spank- 
ing my little girl, and though I did it in a pleasant, 
firm manner, I am sare it did more harm than 
good, and since I gave up sach punishment she 
has been a better girl. As she is not grown yet, 1 
cannot claim much experience in this direction, 
but, in what I have given concerning myself, I was 
there all the while and know just how I felt. 
» Children understand at a much younger age than 
we suppose. I think it best to commence when 
they are very young. In all you wish to teach 
themdalk as if they understood you. Call things 
around them by their proper names, ind do not use 
foolish baby talk. Pet names are all right, but 
at all times speak English; do not go into a jabber 
ing of unknown tongues. * the children con- 
stantly with you if possible. If you cannot take 
care of them, you need not expect that your neigh- 
bors will.

RECIPES. 

Curcaco, Oct. 21.—Owaissa, to make good hash, 
boil corned beef and potatoes, separately, su- 
cient to eat; let them get cold, and chop them 
fine, separately; save the water that the meat was 
boiled in, and, when cold, remove the drippings 
from the top, and use in cooking, after again 
melting, and straining into a vessel. Put four 
tablespoonfuls of this dripping into an iron frying- 
pan, and, when very hot, add one quart of the 
chopped beef, and stir until thoroughly warmed, 
then add half a pint of boiling water and a quart 
of the potatoes, and stir frequently until the hash 
begins to stick to the bottom of the frying-pan: 
sait to taste; serve in hot dish, and send to the 
table immediately. 

Soup: Procure half or a whole shank of beef, 
according to the size of your family, and add to it 
any pieces of cold roast beef-bones or remains of 
steak from breakfast, and a slice of salt pork. Put 
it over the fire in cold water and let it come slowly 
to a boil; skim carefully as long as any scam rises, 
and then closely cover, and boil slowly five hours, 
or until the meat will fall from the bones. Re- 
move the meat, and strain the stock into an 
earthen jar, and jet it stand until thenext day or 
until wanted. It will, with the addition of salt. 
keep good. in a cool place, for two or three days. 
When ready to use, remove the grease from the 
stock. An hour and a half before 
dinner the amount of stock required 
over fire, and to each uart add 
one tablespoonful each pf potato, onion, carrot, 
turnip Cut into dice of equal size; and two toma- 
toes, witha *‘soup-bunch” of one sprig of pars- 
ley, thyme, celery, and a small piece of lemon, 
tied together, and let boil untit dinner. Add one 
slice of toasted bread with the vegetables. Use 
salt and pepper to suit the taste: This soup can 
be made with fewer vegetables, and can be varied 
by adding macaroni, vermicelli, noodles, beans, 
co asparagus, or any vegetable that is at hand. 
Good soup can be made of the remains of roasts 
and boiled meats, without the uncooked meat, only 
take the precaution to remove all grease from the 
stock before adding the vegetables, and add one 
tablespoonful of floar wet with water to the soup. 

Rye bread: Take one pint of rye flour, one-half 
pint corn-meal, one-half pint wheat four, one tea- 
spoonful sugar, ope teaspoonful salt. two tea- 
spoonsiul baking-pjowder, one spoon shortening, 
one pint sweet milk. Mia ail the ingredients to- 
gether, except the lard, and sift, Rub in the lard 
cold very thoroughly. after Atting the flour; then 
add the milk, and mix intoſa smooth batter, and 
bake ju a narrow, oplong tin,pan, fifty minutes, in 
a moderate oven. Protect the loaf with paper the 
first twenty-five migates. When done, pat a piece 
of butter the size af a walnat in a muslin cloth 
and rub all overthe loaf. Eat with sweet butter 
and a good cup of ciiffee, and be happy.

INDIANAPOLIs, Ing, Oct. 2 —1 will inform one 
of the trio how I ke my coffee-cake. If you 
you use dry-hop yet or liquid yeast, you must 
make your sponge night if you wish to bake it 
in the morning. Tele about three-quarters of a 
tencupful of liquid yeast (that is the kind I use), 
one pint of lukewarm milk, salt, and flour enough 
to form a batter thick enough to beat easily, which 
must be done until it forms large bubbles. Set it 
in a warm place until it rises; be sure and do not 
let it get cold. In the morning add one ege, two 
tablespoonfals of warm melted butter, one hand- 
fui of sugar, favor to taste or none, and enough 
flour to makea stiff batter, adding by large handfuls, 
and beat it well; let it be so stiff that the beating 
process will require the use of muscle; then spread 
in well-greased pans, and set to rise again. When 
very light, spread warm ⸗melted butter on top. 
sprinkle powdered sugar over, in which mix a lit- 
tie four and a cash of cinnamon; put in the oven 
to bake. Put so much dough in your pans so that 
your cake will be but two inches hich When baked. 
By beating yourcake it becomes light and feath- 
ery. Let me know how you succeed, and don't 
give up f the first trial isa failure. Would not

With the addition of a cup each of rai- 
sins and currants a good piain fruit-cake is made 
that will keep for weeas.

To-day I am reminded of many would-be poets 
and poet samong the children, and the grea 
harm being done them by three means to which 
feel compelled to refer. 

First, the injudicious praise of unpoetical pa- 
rents. A mother hears a child say, Mamma, 
isn’t this poetry!“ 

I'm sailing in a boat, 

I fear I’ve torn my coat, 

My sister Maggie she 

Is on shore trying to climb up a tree. 

The mother, instead of patiently giving the earnest 
little child a good sound lesson in English compo- 
sition, requiring her to put the same thoughts into 
easy prose sentences, nicely punctuated, replies, 
Les, dear; that's nice! We'll snow it to papa 
when he comes home. My little girl will be a poet 
if she keeps on.” And by and by the child is in 
the attic or barn scribbling rhymes, but not poetry. 
She grows up rayming, and her youthful efforts 
are published im the county paper, the editor of 
which has no more sense or grit than to print 
them. The child's verses soon have a lovesick 
strain. By and by Maud goes away to school. ac- 

uires good English. learns the difference between 
rhyme and poetry, and then blushes to return to 
her native village lest in some mind should linger 
the memory of her youthful lines. 

Again, another means to the sad end deplored is 
the ambitious but erroneous endeavor of a zealous 
teacher to develop a certain number of poets in his 
school. I well remember my first poetic attempt 
under the command of a teacher. This is a epeci- 
men of the article I ground out: I see afar 
toward the golden West two boys a-ranning to see 
which goes the best. 

see afar. Truly that had a poetic sound! 
Golden West.” Why, that was a perfect descrip- 
tion of a sunset I had recently beheld. (Mark you, 
I was too poctic to say had seen anymore.) 1 
could not understand why that poem should not be 
accepted eagerly by any editor, and paid for too! 

The third meaus of (dis)grace is the publication 
of the simple, silly rhymes of children in the coi- 
umus of some weekly newspaper. The avowed 
object is to encourage childish efforts for improve- 
ment, which object, ten chances to one, must fail. 
Why? First, because to publish a boy's rhymes, 
unless they are superior, for thousands of readers 
to peruse, must tend to give him the 
impression that he is really gifted with poetic fire, 
when in most cases he is not. To see her name in 
print at the age of 7, when a girl has done nothing 
to deserve it, gives her the idca that publicity is 
desirable. Further, it leads a child into vain, 
senseless, useless modes of thought and expres- 
sion. if a child is gifted with any real talent for 
writing poetry, uu will evince itself of necessity ; it 
cannot be hid. And when it does appear that tal- 
ent should be encouraged, led out, and tenderly 
criticized, till it is a mature gift. This cannot bg 
done by the weekly-newspaper editor, who at the 
pest bas only time to say, ** Freadie should re- 
member that ‘pig’ does not rhyme well with 

‘prim,’ but who is far more likely to say, ‘* Fred- 
die has done well. Hope he'll try again.” 

Any attempt to write poetry should, as a rule, 
be suppressed or discouragod till a child has be- 
come old enough to read some of the best poets, 
and taught their beauties as an educated mother 
» be thoroughly efficient teacher only can unfold 
them. 

There has been crowding enough in many re- 
spects. If there must be more, let it not be id the 
direction named. Editors“ waste-baskets, the 
portfolios of dreaming girls, the diaries of love- 
sick young men, are too fall now. Were I an 
Episcoballan. I should wish this addition to the 
Book of Prayer:

Many im- 
agine that their children are under everlasting ob- 
lagations to them for bringing them into the world, 
when in fact the parent owes each child an apology 
for this very act. But if corporal punishment 
must be inflicted (and I will not admit that it ie 
beneficial at any time), for humanity's sake don't 
let us introduce worse than State's prison regula- 
tions into our homes. Don't seek for that which 
will cause intense suffering. It is not a criminal, 
bat your own flesh and blood, you are torturing. 
Oh, mothers, did it not make your hearts ache with 
pity and your blood boil with indignation 
when you read of the case of those two motherless 
little giris. only 10 and 8 years of age? Can you 
imagine a human being in the form of a woman 
taking those heipless little children, stripping off 
their clothing. and binding them down, and then 
with measured stroke appiying her fiend-invented 
rod? Could @ woman, with a woman's heart, deal 
those stinging blows? Iagree with the father of 
those unfortunate little girls that lying is a grave 
fault, but experience has taught me that it may be 
overcome by milder means.

FLORI CULTURE. 
SOME FACTS ABOUT TULIPS. 

Hixspalx, III., Oct. 22.—The tulip is the most 
celebrated, popular, brilliant, and showy of spring 
flowers: , 

Not one of Flora's brilliant race } 
A form more perfect can display; 

Art could not feign more brilliant grace, 
Nor Nature take a line away. 

Tulips are divided into several sections. The 
first of these are called Duc Van Thol” tips. 
They are the earliest of all the family, and es- 
pecially adapted for pot culture,—two or three 
bulbs in a four-inch pot. 

Next come the single early. In this class are 
found the gems of the genus. For variety in col- 
oring they have no equals. The flowers are large, 
ow in bloom a long time, and come very 
early. ' 

Parrot tuli are sjrange-looking flowers, with 
long, loose, fungid petals, and always attract at- 
tention. 

Early double tulips bloom in succession after 
single early. The flowers are nearly as large as a 
peony, and beautifully marked. 

Late flowering tulios are best for pianting m the 
garden, as they do not bear forcing. i 

Tulips need a ligut rich loam; take care neyer 
to put fresh manure inthe beds. Nothing will 
more quickly destroy tulips or lilies. They 
should be pat four inches under the surface, and 
in very cold localities covered with leaves or lit} er. 


Plant them now either in rows one foot apart, nd 
six inches apart in the row, or in circles. or Ach 
orher designs as fancyamay suggest. In the spry g. 
when the leaves turn brown, take up. separ, je, 
clean, and lay away till following autumn.

Carrie E., Chicago, to put glosson your starched 
clothes, charge them with as much strong starch as 
they will hold, then dry them. The starch should 
contain a piece of white wax about the size of a 
walnut to each pound before using. When ready 
to iron, moisten the clothes slightly with a wet 
cloth, then iron in the usual manner. The gloss- 
ing operation is performed by using a heavy tron, 
fmeiy polished. Press the iron firmly on the 
cloth and rab with much force. This operation 
puts on the gloss. Elbow-grease is the prin- 
cipai secret of the art.

THE PRESS ABROAD. 


Journalism in Great Britain. 

Paris Letter from Vol. Forney in Philadelphia Press. 

Americans often indulge the belief that, be- 
cause our newspaper literature is enormous, 
other nations fall behind us. I long cherished 
this delusion, but a very little reflection dis- 
pelled it; and now there is not a day that I do 
not find how mistaken 1 was. Indeed, while I 
find nothing to diminish my love of country, 
but mch to strengthen and confirm it, I am fre- 
quently reminded that if we have surprised, 
and, indeed, assisted older civilizations, we have 
still much to learn from them, and also much 
to unlearu for ourselves. The French Exhibi- 


tion is the completest and the latest available 
experience in both respects. Here all the peo- 
ples meet, face to face, in their yaried products 
and professions; and here, of course, they must 
mutually learn and unlearn. 

I felt a natural interest in the matter of news- 
papers. I could not procure complete statis- 
tics of those on the Continent, but | was fortu- 
nate in buying at the Exhibition the Newspaver 
Press Directory of the United English Kingdom 
and the British Isles, with a newspaper map of 
the United Kingdom, and, a directory of maga- 
zines, reviews, and periodicals. The data is 
— 2 down to 1878, and the directory is over 
200 large quarto, elose- printed pages. 1 have 
gathered some interesting facts for you. 

There is a provincial newspaper society, estab- 
lished in 1880, which bas its headquarters at No. 
7 Wine-office Court, Fleet street, London. Its 
object is to promote the welfare of the *“coun- 
try” papers—those of England, Wales, Scot- 
land, Ireland, etc.—by making editors and pro- 
prietors acquainted with each other; also to 
watch the acts of Parliament, and to exercise a 
careful supervision over doubttul advertisers 
and advertising agents. Its officers are elected 
annually. Admission fee, $5; annual subscrip- 
tion, $5. The members meet in May, but their 
Secretary keeps a record of all the proceedings, 
and issues monthly circulars to the adhering 
editors and proprietors. 

There eleven telegraphic and press associa- 
tions, all established in London but one. The 
list includes Reuter’s Telegram Company, and 
several organizations to collect news, write let- 
ters, editorials, and foreign correspondence. 
There are fourteen morning and five evening, 
and 327 weekly, semi-weekly, and monthiy 
papers in London. 

There are 1,005 daily, semi-weekly, weekly, 
and monthly papers in the English provinces, 
fifty-six in the Welsh provinces, 168 in Scotland. 
140 in Ireland. five In the Isle of Man, eight in 
Jersey, and six in Guernsey. 

There are 600 magazines, reviews, and period- 
icals, or monthly and weekly magazines, in 
Great Britain. And there are 120 quarterly re- 
views in Great Britain. But this catalogue docs 
not include all; but it only illustrates the labor 
and money expended in transient and periodical 
literature in Great Britain, outside the incaicu- 
lable mass of standard works. 

Now, taking up this mass of reading-matter 
in one country,—an aggregate of 1,700 newspa- 
pers of all grades and 720 magazines and re- 
views of all grades,—let us glance at the inter- 
ests they represent, and the subjects they dis- 
cuss; and here you bave an insight into the 
marvelous aptitudes and eccentricities of hu- 
man intellect. Some of the country papers are 
very old. The Bath Chronicie was established 
in 1757; the Bath Hera/d in 1792; Birmingbam 
Gazette in 1741; Boston Gazetie, 1750; Bristol 
Mercury, 1790; Buoy and Norwich Post, 1782; 
Carlisle Journal, 1798; Chelmsford Chronicle,

The evils of absenteeism in Trefand have long 
been a fruitful source of criticiem and com- 
— In a volume recently published by Mr, A. 
Iussey de Burgh, it is shown that some of the 
most noted absentees are holders of the largest 
estates in the country. The publication deals 
with the same state of facts as the Doomsday 
Book of the Government, but it corrects many 
mistakes which occurred in that compilation. 
We gather from it that among the great ab- 
sentees is the Earl of Corr, who nas 34,885 acres 
of land, valued at £12,249 a year, and is without 
even a residence in the country. The Earl of 
Pembroke, whose Dublin estate ts valued at 
£35,600 a year, is also without a residence in 
Ireland, and so itis with Lord Lansdowne, whose 
estates in seven Irish counties figure up 121,349 
acres, and with the Marquis of Bath, who has 
22,000 acres of land‘in Monaghan. Where the 
religion of the holders of land is estimated. it 
is found that only the smaller estates are held 
by Catholics. In the whole southern province 
of Ireland, for instance, Lord Kenmare is the 
only Catholic land-owner whose estate is valued 
at over £10,000 a year, winie in the County of 
Cork alone there are over eleven estates reach- 

ing that valuation and upward. 


The British Board of Trade returns for Sept- 
ember show a continued decline in the com- 
merce of the United Kingdom, gréater than can 
be accounted for by any decline fn prices that 
has taken place within the last year. The 
falling off in the value of exports during the 
first nine months of the present year, when 
compared with those of 1877, hag been nearly 
$15,000,000, and more than 500,000 since 
1876. Tus decline in the value of imports in a 
year is eveh greater, being $49,500,000. The con- 
tinued depression of business in Great Britain, 
and the fear that the worst has pot yet been 
realized, cause great discougagement to 
British merchants and manufgctures. The 
Goverment, too, finds its revenue falling 
off at the very time when it is incurring 
extraordinary expenses, and e hope ex- 
pressed by Sir Stafford Northcote,4n his speech 
at Birmingham on Friday night, that it would 
not be necessary to put increased burdens of 
taxation upon the people, soundg very much 
like whistling to keep up courage. The finan- 
cial bubble burst in Great Britain two years 
later than in the United States, antl it now looks 
as though we are at least two years in advance 
of her in the recovery. The daily’ list of fail- 
ures in London and Glasgow certamly is not a 
very encouraging sign for the revival of bus- 
iness in Great Britain.

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DISRAELI DISSECTED. 


A Literary Snob and Tory Toady to the 
Nobility. 

Lord Beaconsficld’s remarkable political ca- 
reer, and its culmination in the Treaty of Ber- 
lin, with bis triumphal return to England, have 
naturally renewed attention to his literary 
works. This is the more natural as the poli- 
tician is ajways evident- in the novelist. This 
is true algo of Bulwer, but not of Dickens 
or Thackeray, nor, in the same sense, of George 
Eliot. It is the humane aspect of pol- 
itics, not the political contention itself, 
which interests these last. But Disraeli 
avd Bulwer both show the keen interest 
of gamestérs in the game. In their case, also, 
it was mingled with love of applause and a taste 
for spectacular display, so that their political 
careers suggest the French vaudevilles of poli- 
tics, where the important thing is the glamor of 
official life, the embassy, the cabinet. In Dis- 
raeli’s stories there is a willfulness and dash 
and satiric wit, often a flashing cut and thrust, 
which Bulwer does not reach, and which make 
them very sparkling and entertaining. In alt of 
them, however, the love of glitter, and naturally 
of rank, as rank, of luxury and riches and social 
splendor, is constantly apparent. 

Disraeli’s novels, with all their cleverness, 
were especially novels for snobs. The vast and 
exhaustless British delight in the Court Circular, 
the taste for the announcement that the Princess 
Geraldine walked yesterday afternoon upon the 
slopes attended by the Hon. Lady Caroline 
Ponsonby and Col. Sir Reginald de Mowbray, 
and that the Earl and Countess of Bounce had 
the honor of entertaining H. R. H. the Grand 
Duke of Barataria at dinner last evening, was 
immensely gratified by the skillful hand of the 
new novelist. ‘‘ Vivian Grey,“ Disraeli’s first 
story, published when he was 21 years old, with 
all its unquestionable talent, is a transfigured 
Court Circular, full of the bumorous vivacity 
and interest which are populariy imagined to 
belong to high life. It is crowded with charac- 
ters whose descriptive names coarsely express 
the author's estimate of them. Lord Brougham 
figures as Mr. Foaming Fudge; Mr. Canning 
—alas! and alack! for the eloquent minister, 
who evidently has Canning always in his eye— 
as Mr. Charlatan Gas; Lady Caroline Lamb is 
Mrs. Felix Lorraine, one of the most felicitous 
names of a novelist who is very felicitous in 
names. Thus in Henrietta Temple,” one of 
the cold, statuesque, colorless English beauties 
is Lady Ionia Colonnade Indeed, it was at 
once so apparent that the characters in Vivian 
Grey” were studies from life,—portraits or 
caricatures,—that a key“ was published, and 
the delighted club world knew precisely who 
was served up in the ragout. 

The recent papers upon the Political Ad- 
ventures of Lord Beaconsfield,” which treat 
„Vivian Grey“ in his own style, mention this 
same tendency to admiration of title and social 
splendor. and the trappings of riches and rank, 
in the dedication of the letters of Runnymede 
to Sir Robert Peel, and Thackeray hits it off de- 
lightfully in Codlingsby“ the parody of Dis- 
racli’s style in Punch’s “Prize Novelisis.” 
Godfrey de Bouiilon, Marquis of Codlingsby, 
enters Holywell street musingly. and, as. he 
watches the denizens of the London Ghetto 
and thinks how beautiful they are in the gun- 
set. a voice at his ear Whispers, D’you to 
look at a nishe coat! It proves tobe Rafael 
Mendoza in disguise. They passed under an 
awning of old clothes, tawdry fripperies, greasv 
spangles, and battered masks,intoa shop as 
black and hideous asthe entrance was foul. 
‘This your home, Rafael?“ said Lord Codlings- 
by. Why not!“ Rafael answered. I am tired 
of Schloss Schinkeustein; the Rhine bores me 
after awhile. It is too hot for Florence; be- 
sides, they have not completed the picture-gal- 
lery, and my palace smells of putty. You 
wouldn’t have a man, mon cher, bury himself in 
nis chateau in Normandy out of the hunting 
season? The Rugantino Palace stupefies me. 
Those Titians are so gloomy, I sbail have my 
Hobbimas and Teniers, | think, from my house 
at The Hague, hung over them.” This is hardly 
burlesque. Thackeray’s sure finger touches the 
esseutial barbaric love of spangies of every kind 
in the Disracli novels. The taste was apparent 
also in the personality of the author. ewas. 
in all the contemporary accounts, a jeweled 
dandy, and with all his superfine graces there 
was an unmistakable air ot Holyweil street. 
Disraeli loved a ford,” and it is the keynote 
of his stories. Bret Harte sees it in Lothair,”’ 
and he caricatures the latest work with all the 
zest with which Thackeray handles the earlier 
oue. 

Perception of the universality of this taste, 
and sincere sympathy with them, combined with 

erfect confidence in his perception, explain 
both the literary and political career of Lord 
Beaconsfield. He is like an extremely clever 
man who sees that people really love gossip, 
although they are ashamed to own it, and affect 
to despise it, and who, by making himself the 
most sprightly and skillful of Jenkinses, se- 
cures a place at the best tables. It may be true 
that Lord Beaconsfield is the grandson of a 
Venetian Hebrew, and that ne is by race and 
tradition an alien in Engtand. But it is equally 
true that his respect for an aristocratic class 
and society is fervent and fanatical, and that his 
devotion to them is unfaltering. Moreover, his 
genius for affairs is the clear perception that he 
is the representative of an immense and con- 
trolling sentiment. As the great British public 
likes to read clever and superb tales of riches 
and rank, associated with vast political power 
and intrigues that hold Europe in a web and 
move Emperors, and Courts, and Governments 
like puppets, so it likes a political programme 
which is dazzling and daring, which 
sneers at a Quaker policy of peace and calico 
and Sunday-schools, which haughtilv gives the 
White Bear frown for frown, makes the map of 
Europe to suit itself, and will willingly ask Eu- 

land to pay the piper for the entertainment. 
The Treaty of Berlin and all Jingo statesman- 
ship are Vivian Grey“ in politics.

glish society the extent of which reacted in the 
satire of Thackeray. Thackeray is the essential 


antagonist of Disraeli. He personifies that sturdy, | 


simple. upright, humorous, moral character 
which is the best British quality, while Disraeli 
stands for the subtle snobbery which the politi- 
cal and social system of England is sure to gen- 
erate. He takes the city.“ and the clubs, and 
the country gentlemen, and the mob by storm, 
and they are the vast majority. No man, in- 


deed, except one of singular cleverness could do 


this, and no career iu English history, therefore, 
is more unique and picturesque. It is undenia- 
ble that this Jew novelist,” this“ dainty dan- 
dy.“ as we have heard bim called in former 
years, has made himself complete master of En- 
giand for the nonce, that be has aroused the 
pride and enthusiasm of the nob and the mob as 
no other map has done since Chatham, and that, 
even in the presence of Bismarck, he is the most 
consvicuous political figure in Europe. It is 
certainly magnificent. But it is no less true 
of the Prime Minister than of the author of 
“* Vivian Grey“ and the Young Duke,“ that 
there is about him still the unmistakable air of 
Holywell street.

A NEGRO’S SOLUTION. 


How He Finds the Ratio of the Diameter 
to the Circumference of a Circle. 
Troy Standard. 

Some months ago we published an article on 
the discovery of the true ratio between the cir- 
cumference and the diameter of a circle. The 
person whom we mentioned as having solved 
this intricate problem was Charles T. Gidiney, 
an aged colored man residing in this city. The 
old gentleman claims that his algebraical rule is 


based upon an immutable principle, and that, 
being based upon such a principle, it is impossi- 
bie for it to bring anything out the correct re- 
sult in numbers,. "yy. the same as 7x7 brings 49, 
and 9x9 brings 81. The product of these num- 
bers is unchangeable. Now, take two different 
circles. Let the letter w represent the diame- 
ter and the letter z the circumference of one 
circle: and the letter y the diameter and the 
letter 2: the circumferenee of the second circle. 
From this we form the proportion :::: z. 
Reducing this, we find that wz—zy, and these 
products must always be equal. Thus we 
see that if we take any two different cir- 
cles, and multiply the diameter of the first by 
the circumference of the second, aud the cir- 
cumference of the first by the diameter of the 
second, these products will be exactly equal. 
In illustration of this, Mr. Gidinev takes two 
circles; the diameter of the first he considers 
113 feet, and the diameter of the second 7. By 
along series of ingeniously-constructed equa- 
tions he finds the exact circumferences of these 
circles to be 348 5-12 aud 21 7-12 respectively, or 
113:348 5-12: :7:21 7-12. Reduce this, and 
11-12—2,438 11-12. In solving this and kindred 
problems, Mr. Gidiney uses over 1,350 different 
equations, all of which prove themselves cor- 
rect from beginning to end. Another, as 7:21 
7-12: :7 5-87:22. Multiply the means and the ex- 
tremes together, their products will be exactly 
equal. Thus, 7 5-37x21 7-12-—7x22, or 154 equals 
154. He desires us to state that among those 
who have been favorably impressed with the re- 
suit of bis problem are Prof. Greene and stu- 
dents at the Institute, Prof. Beattie, A. G. John. 
son, Charles Eddy, Derrick Lane, ex-Mayor 
Kemp, James Kemp, Bishop Thompson, Prof. 
Sausperry, C. D. Packard, and many others. If 
Mr. Gidiney has done what no other man has 
been able to do, he deserves great praise. We 
commend his problem to those mathematically 
inclined. 

{The above gives as the ratio of the circum- 


ference to the diameter 3.0833...., which cer- 
tainly is not correct, though obtained by means 
of a thousand times as many equations as those 
referred to. The true ratio is 3.1415920530.
